IDR. SUN YAT-SEN DECIDES 
“NOT TO REASSUME PRESIDENCY

SHANGHAI, July 17—In a _ state- 
ment sent to Shanghai Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen the southern leader, states that 
he does not intend to reassume the 
presidency, but will retire into private 
life when the country is in a settled 
state. He denies the report that he 
joined hands with Tsao Kun, so that 
he would be President and Tsao Kun 
Vice-President. Dr. Sun has been ap- 
proached many times by Tsao’s agents 
but rejected their offers.

The broad facts of 
China’s well-being are so obvious that 
hardly any foreigners take the trouble 
to know them. us, there is at least 
$1,000,000,000 of silver coinage in China 
at the present moment—a unique con- 
dition. And in the past 60 years the 
country has produced  5,000,000,000 
ounces of silver; it is still there in one 
form or another.

In 1910 the Leuvenym-wood was ac- 
quired, one of the most beautiful parts 
of Northern Veluwe (province of Gel- 
derland), a’ sandy, high leveled region 
where fir. tree and heather thrive. 
This wood is of almost the same acre- 
age as the Naarden lake. Many birds 
are to be observed here, amongst 
others the black wood-pecker which 
was seen there for the first time in 
1919. 

Of quite another character are the 
famous woods and fens of Oisterwijk, 
in the Province of Noord Brabant, a 
low and watery region where in 
springtime lobelias and utricularias 
spread their bright colors, and rare 
ferns, such as the Tsoetes mcaarts, 
are to. be admired.

been quoted at 96%. While it is re- 
grettable that the farmer will proba; 
bly have to take low prices, on the 
whole, this is undoubtedly better for 
the country than a light crop would 
be. Owing to the excellence of its 
wheat, and the rate of exchange, Can- 
ada will probably have less trouble in 
disposing .of its exportable surplus 
than. will the United States. 

Imports and exports continue 
strong, the customs collections at the 
port of Montreal during June being | 
the second largest on record. Ex- 
ports continue to show a gratifying 
increase over last year’s figures, the 
incréases being general, and not con- 
fined to one or two lines. 


Retaliating Embargoes

ing it, then the law is beyond the possibility of enforce- 
ment and should be repealed. ‘This is the view ‘taken by 
the wets, to a man. It is the view taken officially by 
the Association Opposed to the Prohibition Amend- 

ment, which numbers amnong its leading members some 
very estimable citizens. Estimable as they may be .in 
other respects, they present a spectacle which would be 
ridiculous, if it were not menacing, whén they set up 
the proposition that because a law can be violated with 
the aid of money it should be repealed, so that the offend- 
ers may have their wish without expense. 

In the first of his articles, Roy. A. Haynes, United 
States Prohibition Director, tells of the bribes offered 
certain agents in consideration of their connivance at the 
manufacture arid sale of beer of a higher alcoholic con- 
tent than is permitted by law. There is an effort making 
among otherwise excellent gentlemen, including some 
United States Senators, to set up 5 per cent beer as an 
infiocuous and harmless beverage. But without arguing 
that precise question, it may be said that Commissioner 
Haynes has shown’ the ex-brewers—and those who 
ought to be “ex” but apparently are not—to be far from 
innocuous or harmless. Indeed, now that their busmess 
is outlawed they are just as ready to offer colossal bribes 
to corrupt the agents of the federal law as their tools, 
the saloonkeepers, used to: be alert to offer petty bribes 
to the policeman on the’ block for permission to do busi- 
ness at unlawful hours. 

And that is just the reason why the American people 
are not. going to be affected by the demand—emanating 
- from sources carefully kept reputable—for light wines 
and beer. They. know that a partial concession to the 
brewers will only be followed by demands for more con- 
cessions, and with coffers filled by the sale of their 
product the brewers will be able to make their tactics of 
cofruption and bribery even more widespread than today. 

And what a campaign of crime it is!. Commissioner 
Haynes tells of one agent offered “a weekly bribe of 
$300,000” by a single group of brewers. It was to be 
paid by a tax of $12 a barrel on the beer they were to 
sell. Of course, the corruption fund would in the end. be 
the drinkers—who have always paid in poverty, 
of, sotrew, and tears for themselves and their 
families. -For protection, $12 a barrel; for themselves, 
$11.50, was the brewers’ proposition. Some idea of the 
actual cost of the drink. for which the customer would 
have had to pay probably 100 per cent more is to be 
gained from these figures. 

The men who engineered this conspiracy against the 
integrity of the prohibition service are the ones who are 
fomenting the agitation against prohibition. Commis- 
sioner Haynes points out that this one bribe, if con- 
tinued according to the proposition made, would have 
equalled a million dollars a month. If a group of brew- 
ers are willing to pay that ‘colossal sum for a corrupt 
‘bargain with an agent which may be detected and over- 
turned at any moment, how much more would they 
give to have the prohibition law nullified, legally, so far 
as their product is concerned? Is it ay wonder that 
-mewspaper offices are flooded with propaganda for 
“light wines and beer’’—the light wines being thrown in 
to give an air of seeming respectability to the sordid 
crusade? Is it surprising that venal politicians align 
. themselves about the proponents of this issue as vultures 
around the carrion? Is it remarkable that some large 
financial interests manifest a singular interest in the 
plight of those people whose thirst cannot be ‘slaked with 
‘less than 5 per cent of alcohol? 

These articles bid fair to be of incalculable service 
in opening the eyes of the people to the eternal triangle 
of Boodle, Beer, and Bribery. Commissioner Haynes 
has done a public good by writing, and The New York 
Times by publishing, them. But any comment upon this 
most valuable journalistic feature would be incomplete 
which failed to publish this Foreword in which the Presi- 
dent of the United States sets-forth the purpose of the 
Administration tegarding prohibitten and his estimate 
of the worth of the work of Commissioner Haynes:

M, Poincaré and 
other responsible French statesmen have also repeatedly 
said that, besides reparations, their country must have 
security. How is that to be attained, except through 
military occupation, or subdivision? This is a bigger 
problem than reparations, and must be solved first. -The 
apparent British wish to leave it in abeyance, while dis- 
cussing reparations and allied debts, and the American 
plan to disjoin the three, instead of discussing them to- 
gether, will never tranquilize Europe. : 

“Security for France”! Was ngt that the main ob- 
jective of the war and of the Peace Conference in Paris?

Is it fair and wise that those who helped win 
the victory should thus ‘leave France alone to maintain 
it? Are they not thereby courting the risk of having 
to make another intervention? These are seriotis ques- 
tions which both England and the United States must 
consider. | 

The British press has in the last few months been 
extremely critical of France. Fault has been found with 
the military loans to Poland and Jugoslavia, with the 
large standing army and the preponderant air force, with 
the delay in ratifying the naval ‘and Pacific treaties, with 
support of the Turks, with the administration of the 
Saar, as well as with the occupation of the Ruhr, with 
supposed projects for a separate Rhineland state and with 
financial aid for the separatist movements in Bavaria, 
and a host of minor things. Regrettable as some of these 
things appear to be, they are explainable by one and the 
same motive, the desire for security. If France continued 
the same course after being guaranteed against another 
unprovoked attack, these criticisms would be better justi- 
hed. What statesmen need is enough imagination to 
place themselves in the position of thé other party. 
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WHILE it must be realized thaf*mo illuminating com- 
parison can be made between wage scales in factories, 
in the building trades, or on the 
farms today, and those which 
were maintained a few decades 
ago in the United States, it is 
interesting, nevertheless, to take 
note of the rapid increases made. 
Particularly, is it interesting to 
analyze the attitude of those two 
young New Englanders who, rather than accept a wage 
of $6 a day, offered if they would work in a New Hamp- 
shire hayfield, applied to the township authorities for 
food and lodging, evidently to equip them for the pursuit 
of higher wages. When it is remembered that-the wages 
offered on the farm include board and lodging,. it might 
be generally agreed that $36 a week, clear of all expenses, 
is fair pay. 

Not so many years ago, in the great farming sections 
of the middle west, efficient and capable workers were 
paid a maximuf of $26 a month, together with board 
and lodging. None but the better “hands” received this 
wage. Less efficient men were paid considerably less, and 
emergency farm hands employed in the hay and harvest 
fields received, usually, about half the pay refused by the 
discriminating New England applicants. At that period, 
and under the economic conditions then prevailing, young 
men and women accounted the best-equipped country 
school teachers were fortunate if they were able to make a 
contract calling for $40 a month. Out of this they were 
obliged to pay their board and such incidental traveling 
expenses as were incurred. Men endured the hardships 
and discomforts of months in the logging camps and on 
the spring “drives” for wages averaging about $30 and 
“keep.” . : . 

Of course, it would not. be expected that the wage 
scales formerly prevailing could be maintained under 
present conditions, but there is reason to suspect that in 
many instances the wages demanded are as much too 
high as those formerly paid would be too low. Inflation 
acts progressively, and costs of living increased by the 
ability of workers in one industry to compel the payment 
of excessive wages directly influence the economic status 
of those employed in other undertakings. A dairy farmer 
in eastern Massachusetts declared recently that he was 
taking an average monthly loss of $1000 on the milk 
produced on his farm, The high cost of labor and feed 
made it impossible for him to balance his accounts or to 
make a profit. Of course, he cannot be expected to con- 
tinue the process. The result is to lessen the milk supply 
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. and to increase the cost to consumers. The city distributor 


claims that the high wages paid to drivers, added to in- 
creasing overhead expenses all along the line, make it 
impossible fof him to pay a higher price to the producer 
without greatly increasing the cost to the city consumers, 

The instances cited are individual ones, but not iso- 


lated. Observation convinces that they might be multi- 
: 
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- plied thousands and, indeed, millions of times. Gradually 


the burden is shifted. The producer, if he is to. continue 
to supply those commodities which he has equipped his 
farm to furnish, is obliged to add his cost-to the selling 
price. The retailer or distributor likewise niust add his 
increased overhead expense to his percentage of profit. 
The consumer, if he ‘be a wage-earner, is defenseless 
against this combined demand upon his pocketbook, unless 
he, likewise, is able to enforce a demand for higher 
wages. Thus the process is, in a sense, an endless one. 
It cannot, obviously, be. cqntinued indefinitely, and yet 
it is not easy to see where it will stop, so long as the 
skilled artisan in the building trades is able to demand 
and receive from $14 to $20 a day for his labor, and 
farm hands feel justified in appealing for public aid be- 
cause they are unable to exact more than $6 for a day's 
work,

control of revolutionary influences. It does not appear 


that Mr, Gompers, so far as he is personally concerned, 


lacks definite information regarding these activities. He 
points to the recent successful coup by Communists who 
set about it deliberately to capture and control the Farmer- 
Labor Party convention in Chicago. This, he declares, 
was a movement directed by Soviet leaders in the Russian 
capital. He says that this same interference has made it 
difficult, if not actually impossible, -for the organization 
of which he is the head to maintain a friendly policy 
toward the Soviet Government. 

The fact is emphasized, perhaps unnecessarily, that 
the matural sympathies of the American workingmen are 
with the Russian people in their effort to establish their 
political and industrial freedom. 
makes the interesting observation that whereas the Amer- 
ican wage earners have chosen their own form of organi- 
zation and their own methods of enforcing their assertecl 
rights, they have not been accorded, by the Communists 
of Russia, the same privilege of freedom of action which 
Americans have granted to the Russian workers. 
Mr. Gompers, speaking for those whose immediate wel- 


fare concerns him most deeply, asserts a great funda-. 


mental of democracy—the right of self-determination. 
He observes, sagely and temperately, that the American 
wage earners who are affiliated wath the federation which 
he represents are entirely capable of changing the form 
of their organization or the methods of procedure which 
have .been adopted, whenever they decide that such a 
change is advisable. 

The concrete example of the labor unions as cited 
by Mr. Gompers is illuminating because it so clearly illus- 
trates what he admits to be a greater menace to the Re- 
public itself. 
America by numbers of revolutionists from Soviet Russia 
who “have sought by means of deception and intrigue 
to destroy the organizations which American labor has 
itself set up to its protection,’ Mr. Gompers says : 

, Nor do the activities of these Soviet agencies affect 
the welfare and progress of American labor alone; their 
avowed purpose is not only to destroy the American 
labor movement and replace it by a system of revolu- 
tionary unions which would deprive the workers of all 
control and leave them mere tools in the hands of an 
alien government. They would go much (further. 
These Moscow world plotters plan to employ “revolu- 
tionary unions” as the instruments for the overthrow 
of the American Republit. No one cognizant of the 
underground activities of bolshevistic propagandists in 
this country will deny the truth of this. 

The warning is a timely one. Nowhere has the in- 
fluence .of the prophets of unrest been active or potent 
to a greater extent than in the ranks of the workingmen. 
It is true, as is so clearly stated, that the American workers 
are capable of making their own decisions on questions 
of economic and political policies. They need no advice 
from the dissatished agitators who have sought only to 
mislead and confuse them. Likewise the great body 
politic needs no counsel from those who have not vet 
proved their ability to govern themselves aright, Mhe 
need is to guard against all such pernicious and destruc- 
tive influences. [he perils of any democracy are not 
from within, but from without. 
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IT WAS an impressive address, and one well calculated 
to help toward a healing of any Franco-British friction, 
which Lord Cavan, representing the British Army, made 
at the unveiling by Marshal Foch of the French war 
memorial at Abbeville the other day. And well it might 
have been, for Abbeville was the town in France with 
which the British Army was, perhaps, more closely asso- 
ciated than with any other. Said Lord Cavan, in part : 


I look upon this occasion as something more than 
a visit of ceremony. It is a visit of intimate and affec- 
tionate respect for those citizens of Abbeville who were 
our friends and our hosts and whg stand here today, all 
to do honor to, but some to Mourn, the men of Abbeville 
who gave their lives for France. 

Perhaps it has been the lot of few foreign generals 
to have such close acquaintance with French soldiers 
as I have had. ... And so I trust you will allow me 
to say that I honor the French soldier as I do my own 
soldiers—that I salute vour memorial as a friend salutes 


a friend.

The American Consular Service

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In THE old days, when a man received an appointment as 
representative of his country abroad, congratulations were 
pretty general, for it was felt that he had landed a good thing. 
He had. The fees of his post, which constituted his income, 


would amount to anywhere from $5000 to $20,000 a year, 


depending upon the importance of the place; he was certain 
to be one of the leading figures of the city to which he was 
assigned, and he would have a fine time all around. 

As things are today, commiserations would more likely be - 
forthcoming from acquaintances of the newly appointed con- 
sular officer, if the facts were generally known, ‘That they are 
not known at all is, perhaps, the principal reason why Amer- 
ica’s foreign service, especially the consular branch, is more 
poorly paid than that of any other important country. More- 
over, a Consul and his assistants are as hard-worked men as 
can be found in any calling, in any country, while they are 
continually being made by the State Department to feel that 
they are filling a relatively very unimportant function in the 
government service. 

Sinte the war, discussion of this matter of the improve- 
ment of the foreign service has become more general each 
year, as more and more American business men have gone 
abroad, and seen at first hand both the conditions and the 
manifold difficulties under which a consular official labors. 

To describe in anything like completeness of detail all 
that a consular official does, or tries to do, is almost a hope- 
less task. Probably no man anywhere is overwhelmed with 
so many and°varied demands, and what he actually accom- 
plishes is a marvel. 
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Let us disregard the routine and clerical work of a con- 
sular office—the interminable ‘statistics, the accounts, the filing 
and recording, under a meticulous and arbitrary system devised 
by comfortably placed and well-paid persons in the State 
Department—since that sort of thing is of no interest to the 
layman. But it must be supervised personally by the Consul, 
lest he be held accountable for mistakes of subordinates. 

The primary reason, then, for the existence of consulates 
is the stimulation and extension of trade relations, but just 
what does that mean? Chiefly that the Consul must devote 
a substantial part of his time and labor to finding custom 
for American exporters, places and opportunities for them 
to introduce their goods. Along these lines he must submit 
frequent and exhaustive reports, also holding himself in readi- 
ness to respond promptly and in accurate detail to every sort of 
query that may be hurled at him from any business man or 
firm in the United States. 

Intricate and “secret” information is required regarding 
the business and manufactures of the Consul’s territory, in 
order to discover if competition is possible and likely to be 
successful. One of the banes of a consular official’s existence 
is this. For, from its very nature, it is information not readily 
divulged. ‘The Consul does not extend his circle of friends 
in’ a foreign city by seeking it. But he gets it, somehow°or 
other. He has to, or his “efficiency record”—the schoolboy 
form of “report” that is kept! of his activities by the Depart- 
ment-——will have more black marks on it than a Chinese 
laundty slip. 

Highly important is the task of keeping the various goveri- 
mental departments at Washington and, through them, Amer- 
ican business informed of conditions in a consular “‘district,”’ 
the part of a country allotted to a particular consulate. [he 
absence of highly detailed information is promptly and acridly 
commented upon. And, in addition, numerous “volumtary” 
reports are expected—reports from the Conswb or his subor- 
dinates—made, without specific instructions, upon every con- 
ceivable phase of the business, and social, and political activity 


of his territory, 
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At longer intervals consular officers are required to provide, 
for the several government bureaux, through the embassies, 
a mass of information of a highly secret nature, which, of 
course, cannot be discussed here. On the basis of this, “mono- 
graphs’ are prepared at the é¢mbassies or in Washington. 
‘The facts and observations therein contained may, under cer- 
tain circumstances, acquire immeasurable importance and value. 

All these things are meritioned by way of indicating. the 
importance of a consul’s work—how:-much is expected of him; 
of what vital importance to the Government and .to the 
American people is his. ability, his judgment, his tact, and his 
capacity for labor. Nor are these the only qualities he 
requires, much as they embrace. There are occasions when 
much depends upon his ability to think anfickly, to make 
speedy, but sound, decisions, and to stand by them with the 
courage of a soldier. 

If the value of the activities of America’s representatives 
all over the world in increasing American trade could be 
comptited in actual figures, those’ figures would reach astonish- 


‘ing proportions. The Consul’s part in making the United 


States a world power, no less commercially than politically, 
is almost beyond human reckoning. He is a public servant 
in the most idealistic sense. For the most part, he is serving 
his country with exceeding zeal, ever subordinating self. In 
the proportionately few cases where he is tactless, lacking in 
judgment, an unfit representative, it is because he has secured 
his post by some one of the few devious methods that are still 
open. And if the Department’s methods of “inspection” were 
in the least degree effective, his sort would be eliminated very 
promptly. 
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Yet all this does not mean that any considerable number 
of America’s consular representatives are satisfied, and, being 
so, are the more valuable. Their discontent is based chiefly 
on under-payment, and, secondly, on the State Department's 
very convincing way of forcing upon its employees the con 
sciousness that they are, after all, only cogs in a large machine. 
‘Too hard and fast an adherence to rules & demanded; initia- 
tive is discouraged. Every trifling matter must be “submit- 
ted to Washington,’ until only the highest-placed consuls 
dare trust to their own judgment. If a complaint arrives, 
especially when through a member of Congress, the accused 
is at once assumed to be guilty until he can prove himself inno- 
cent. Though the Department is at great pains to ascertain 
the fitness of a man before he is appointed, surprisingly little 
faith is placed in him afterward. 

As a result of this state of affairs, many: Armerican consuls 
abroad, unless equipped with independent means, find them- 
selves unable to live as well as~do the representatives of, for 
instance, Denmark or Brazil. It is under such embarrassments 
as these that he is trying to serve his country faithfully and 
well, and usually succeeding. But the time has arrived, has 
long been here, in fact, when he should be accorded more con- 
sideration, both from Congress and from his superiors in the 
State Department.
